When the county court meet* 
in June at iti annual levy term it 
will have to decide a question in 
regard to the road tax which will 
involve aoveral thousand dollar#. 

Tho road law in force in this 
county at the proaent time ia 
known aa the “Alternate Road 
Law of 1891.” Thia law ia fa¬ 
mous for its incompleteneea and it 
fails to provide for certain contitf- 
geuces one of which has arisen in 
this eounty. 

Iu 1900 the law was adopted by 
the county os a* whole and the 
county court levied a uniform tax 
on the tux payers of tho county 
and then appropriated the same 
by the districts. It was an. iri>- 
pOssiblu tusk to appropriate die 
.money in the same promotion in 
which it was paid and it soon be¬ 
came evident that the Greeubank 
district was gutting the lion's 
share of the money which was ap 
propriated for repairs to roads al¬ 
ready established, and the other 
districts became dissatisfied. 

At the election of 1902, three 
districts asked the court to submit 
the quoBtion to a vote in the dis¬ 
trict; and the throe districts, Ed- 
ray, Levels and Huntersville vo¬ 
ted that the roads be kept up by 
taxation levied on each district. 
Jn other words that all the money 
paid uv tho district be expended 
on the roads in that particular 
district. In the Grcenbank die 
trict no vote was taken on the 
question either by the county or 
by the district. • . 

Section 17 of the law provides 
that, “Any county or district bav 
ing adopted tho provision of this 
act and wishing thereafter to dis¬ 
continue the same, may do so in 
the same manner as provided in 
section 2 of this act.” Section 
2 provides that the petition may 
ask that tho roads be kept up by 
the district or by the county and 
that the same shall be submitted 
us the petition may ask. At one 
time tho law was submitted on the 
ballot both by the county and dis¬ 
trict and whatever they would 
have done in cose it had carried 
both ways is more than mortal 
manuean fathom. 

ft will bo hiticed that th* law 
loes not say the law is to be 
liscontinued in tho same way. it 
wire voted on the county. It 
seemVthat at all subsequent elec¬ 
tions Section 2 applies which gives 
tho right to submit the question 
both ways. 

The question before the court as 
we see it, is, whether the election 
of lastfall changed the status of the 
road law in this county! If not, 
then the tax will be levied without 
change. If on the other hand the 
districts which adopted the law 
have a right to enjoy the law by 
the district, levies would be made 
in each district for the roads of 
that district. But in this event 
what road law would be in effect 
in Greeubank District!
